G.W.'s ASTRID MERGET INDUCTED AS NEW PRESIDENT OF NASPAA 

Astrid Merget, professor and former chair of the Public 
Administration department at George Washington University, will 
be inducted as president of the National Association of Schools 
of Public Affairs and Administration (NASPAA) at the associa¬ 
tion's annual conference in Miami on Saturday, Nov. 2. 

Dr. Merget will serve one year as president of NASPAA, one 
of the nation's premier professional public administration 
organizations. NASPAA membership includes 213 public affairs and 
administration scbools, ranging from small colleges to state 
universities and Ivy League schools. 

Dr. Merget has been a faculty member in G.W.'s Public 
Administration department since 1977, serving as chair from 
June 1981 until this summer. She earned her Ph.D. (1973) and 
M.P.A. (1968) degrees from Syracuse University's Maxwell Graduate 
School of Citizenship and Public Affairs, and her B.A. (1967) 
from Mount Holyoke College.

Dr. Merget's principal fields of research and teaching are 
public budgeting and finance, concentrating particularly on 
public expenditure analysis and state and local finances. 

In addition to being president of NASPAA, Dr. Merget is a 
member of the American Society for Public Administration, and in 
1983 was elected to the prestigious National Academy of Public
